Collateral Descendant of ‘Signer’
and Colonel in the Union
Army

Col. Caesar Nodney May, namesake and
oollaternl descendant of the heroio signm
af the Deciaration of Independence. died
today in the Cooper Hoapital. Camden, He
was 756 years old and his doath is atiributed
to the infirmitiea of age

Colonel May's death closer a caresr at
once picturesgue and patheti Apart from
his noted anceswy, there were Inoidents in
his own life that brought him into intiimate
contict with Abmham Lincoln, Henty W,
Laongfellow, Admiral Cervers and other
noted personages In hin early days he
had beon u law partner of Vdward 0. White,
now Chief Justice of the United States Su-
preme Court, and although his latter years
were passed In 1 prowd penury, he had ne-
quired and dissipated two fortunes, and
might have enjoyed more ocomfort than that
afforded by a Government pension, but he
scarned 1o ask ald from relatives In a
manner that would rendwar him dependent

Colonel May was born !n Hlinols, and his
father defeuted Abraham Lincoln for Con-
gresn, . The son was sent to Harvard Unl-
versity and Law Bchool, graduating from
both institutions with honors The poet
Longfellow was his preceptor In English
during this period

With the outbreak of Wbe Civil 'War,
which found him practicing law In Wash-
Ington, Calonal May offered hia sarvicss to
Presidont Lincoln in person. The President,
recogniving als former neighbor In  the
young atlorney, wrote the following memo-
rundum on a card, which Colonel May aft-
erward treasursd as a sacred souvenir:

“"Denr Stanton—Appoint my young friend
n captain. A. LINCOLN.”

Without waiting for the Becretary of War
to eomply with this request, May organ-
Ised a company of volunteerr and went to
the front. He returned In command of a
regiment after serving throughout the war

Colonel May during hWin residence In
Waahington fell in with many attaches of
tha varlous forelgn legations, among the
latter belng the future Spanish admiral,
Cervera, whom he Instrocted In English

Prior to coming to Camiden mavern) yearn
ago Colonel May resided 1o Indiana and
served in the Legislature of that State. He
win a Democrat and, although at one time
woalthy, had no known mesns of support
excapt & small pension, He made his home
at the Colonnade Hotel, Becond and Mariet
stresls, untll August 18 Inst, when he was
stricken on the mireet And was removed to
thd hospital where he ded toduy. He never
spoke of his family connections, and the
hospitul authorities do not Kpow wheiher
the old man leaves any noar relatives or
not.
